Non-InjurlouH
Dogs as well as people are 

protected by anti-rabies vaccin­ 
ations.

The new vaccine has not 
raused injury in nearly 2,000,- 
000 recorded injections. Each 
batch of vaccine is certified as 
non-injurious by the United 
States Government. No dog 
has ever contracted rabies" from 
the new vaccine, according to 
the Citizens Committee for 
Better Health which has been
